The league said that “the in- 
sistent demand in communal af- 
fairs is for more participation 
and direction by the people and 
less by fiat or act of the few.” 
National Executive Director 
Benjamin R. Epstein, told the 
commissioners of the results of 
surveys recently completed show- 
ing a decided improvement in 
the attitude towards Jews, and 
also towards other minorities. 
“In a poll in 1945, 58 per cent 
thought that anti-Semitism was 
increasing and only 8 per cent 
thought it was decreasing. In 
1945 some 24 per cent thought 
that anti‘Semitism was neither 
rising nor falling. In 1950 this 
group was 40 per cent.”

PITTSBURG, Calif—(NJP)—This bustling little 


community built around a military post (Camp 
Stoneman) and a steel mill is bubbling over with 
excitement after a city councilman told a Jewish 
ditizn at a council meeting that “Hitler was 


right.» -” 

The councilman, H. C. Chapin, pointed his finger 
at Dr. H. G. Loewenstein, one of the 20 Jewish fam- 
lies in the community, and said “Hitler was right 
to a certain degree, as far as I’m concerned.” 

The argument grew over a protest by Dr. Loewen- 
stein to the city council over the matter of burning 
jeaves at city curbs. The doctor, who came to the 
United States from Vienna in 1938 as a refugee from 
Hitler, did not reply to the councilman. 


Next day Mrs. Ted Bishop, editor oi the Post- 
Dispatch, Pittsburg daily, published the details in 
her paper under the banner headline “Council Meet 
Erupts.” She quoted Dr. Loewenstein as declaring he 
would do “all within the law to obtain redress for 
the statement.” He added “it is most unfortunate 
that a public official, in a public meeting, has made 
a statement that Hitler was right. I was ashamed

that the other city councilmen didn’t utter one word 
of reproach in the matter.” 

Together with Dr. Loewenstein, other members 
of the Jewish community, including Joseph L. Jud- 
son, prominent Pittsburg attorney, called in the area 
B'nai B'rith Anti-Defamation League leaders from 
Oakland, and Harry J. Sapper, director of the Jewish 
Welfare Federation, and Louis Segal, director of the 
Community Relations Council, investigated the state- 
ment and its circumstances. The Pittsburg committee 
discussed the possibility of a recall movement to un- 
seat the councilman. 

Several days elapsed, however, before Editor 
Bishop took the matter into her own hands. She 
went to each of the city councilmen as well as 
Mayor W. W. King and asked if an apology was 
forthcoming. 

A week later Mrs. Bishop published an editorial 
under the title “Shame!” 


“It can scarcely be accepted that Mr. Chapin 
meant precisely what he said,” Mrs. Bishop wrote. 
“The best that can be concluded is that his outburst 
was a sample of temper at its worst and a statement 
of colossal stupidity. In turn, the picture of the 
city’s mayor and other councilmen raising no cry

of protest—when they should have been on their 
feet in indignation at such a remark—must be set 
down as monumental ignorance... 

“This kind of importance, if it is to go unanswered 
and ignored, is one that is difficult for the most con- 
servative citizen to understand. He well may ask if 
the council’s continued silence is to be construed as 
tacit approval of the episode, and whether future re- 
quests or complaints from the public are to be 
greeted with arrogance, contempt or abuse, depend- 
ing upon the whim or the digestion of any council 
man.” 

The editor described the incident as “the most 
outrageous and most shockingly un-American inci- 
dent ever to occur at a public meeting of Pittsburg 
City Council.” 

In the meantime the behind-the-scenes activity of 
the Pittsburg committee working with ADL repre 
sentatives was not revealed. It was learned that a 
fund was quickly subscribed to initiate whatever 
legal steps needed to be taken. 

The attitude of most of the Jewish community 
was expressed by one of them who hoped that the 
city council would offer an apology added to Chapin’s 
regrets, and then hope the entire incident would soon 
blow over,

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Praises Sholem Asch, Tells New Way of Converting Jews 


HEAD OF CHRISTIAN MISSIONARY WORK 
AMONG JEWS SEES RABBIS ACCEPTING CHRIST

CHARLOTTE, N, C.—(NJP)—There are approximately 20,000 converts to Christianity in the 
United States today, according to Rev. Aaron Judah Kligerman, noted Jéwish convert, and the Director 
of both the National and International Hebrew-Christian Alliance, the largest Jewish missionary group 


in the world. 


The Lutheran Church is the most active , group in the work of proselyting among the Jews, with 


twelve “mission centers,” (organ- 
izations deyoted exclusively to 
Jewish work). The Baptists are 
second with eight centers, and 
the Presbyterians are third with 
five. 

A Presbyterian minister for 
nearly thirty years, Kligerman’s 
official position within the church 
is that of Field Representhtive, 
Department of City and Indust- 
rial Work, Presbyterian Board of 
National Missions. 

I interviewed him here on the 
occassion of his visit to this city 
where he is scheduled to speak 
at several Presbyterian churches. 
The appointment was made for 
me by the “resident” convert 
missionary, Rev. Jerome Flei- 
scher, a former kosher butcher 
from Brooklyn who became a 
Christian while serving in the 
armed forces during World War 
I. 

ATTENDS SERVICE 


I attended the evening service 
held at the Sunset Hills Presby- 
terian Church, located in one of 
the suburbs of Charlotte. When 
I arrived, Fleischer was leading 
the congregation in the hymn, 
“Praise Him, Praise Him, Jesus 
Our Blessed Redeemer.” This was 
followed by reading from the 
“Gospel According to Matthew,” 
‘1 understand that Matthew is 
the most important part of the 
New Testament to Jewish con- 
verts).- 

After several more gospel 
hymns, the regular pastor of the 
church asked the deacons to step 
forward to take up the offering. 
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I was shocked to see that one 
of them was a former member 
of the Temple to which I belong. 
I knew he had become a convert 
a year before, but I was surprised 
that he had been elevated to the 
status of a deacon of the church. 
Three other local Jews were pre- 
sent who had in recent years 
become Christians, two men and 
one woman, but the rest of the 
audience, of about one hundred, 
were regular members of the 
congregation. 

After a solo by the baritone, 
Fleischer again took to the 
rostrum and introduced Rev. 
Kligérman as “the outstanding 
Hebrew-Christian missionary in 
America.” Kligerman opened his 
sermon with a dramatic an- 
nouncement, “since Christ has 
been a stranger to the Jews, to 
bring Him back into Israel’s 
camp, has been the.mission of 
my life.” 

THEME IS LOVING THE JEW 

Actually the sermon itself did 
not contain anything new. All the 
Jewish convert evangelists, whom 
I have heard im recent years, 
stress the importance, to their 
Christian audiences, of “loving” 
the Jew; “because only through 
love_ will we be able to bring 
him to Jesus.” The pattern was 
the same too in Kligerman’s 
statement of the “suffering” he 
has known at the hands of his 
own people “because of my work 
for Christ.” 

“Though ye slay me, yet shall 
I love thee,” he admonished his 
hearers. In closing Kligerman at- 
tacked the “good-will” and “Bro- 
therhood Week” movements in 
American life. “They are mean- 
ingless, and not worth the at- 
tention of either Christian or 
Jew,” he said, adding that, “the 
only true and real Brotherhood 
must come, and will come be- 
tween Christian and Jew through 
a common fellowship in Jesus, 
the Jewish Saviour.” 

POWERFUL SPEAKER 

I was much more impressed 
with Kligerman’s talents as a 
public speaker than with what 
he said. Speaking in a heavy Yid- 
dish accent, his brilliant use of 
the English language indicates 
that he is well-trained for his 
work. If he were discussing 
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Shut my eyes and imagined that 
I was again hearing the great 
East Side orator, Morris Hillquit. 
At the end of the sermon, the 
congregation sang the hymn, 
“When the roll is called up yon- 
der, I’ll be there.” 

The time for the personal inter- 
view had come. Kligerman 
greeted me with “Sholom Alei- 
chem,” and I took advantage of 
this opening to suggest that we 
conduct our conversation in 
Yiddish, to which he agreed read- 
ily. I am not an “aziss panim,” 
not even with the No. 1 Jewish 
convert in America; I merely 
thought he would express him- 
self over a broader field in “ma- 
malushen,” and anyway, I was 
‘Jonesome.” You can attend syna- 
gogue services, UJA’s, and B’nai 
B’riths in the South for fifteen 
years without hearing a single 
Yiddish word, and I felt that 
this opportunity in a Presbyter- 
ian Church talking with a mis- 
sionary may not come again. 

In answer to my first quest- 
ion, Rev. Kligerman told me that 
he received his doctor’s degree 
at Dubuque (Iowa) Presbyterian 
Seminary. His studies took a 
total of seven years at the Moody 
Bible Institute in Chicago, and 
at the seminary. He was or- 
dained a Presbyterian minister, 
in charge of “missions to the 
Jews,” in 1922. 

He expressed deep concern 
over the “treatment,” I would 
give this interview, and I im- 
mediately re-assured him on the 
two points which worried him. I 
said that neither “abuse”, nor 
“humor” was my purpose in see- 
ing him; that as a newspaper- 
man I felt that the extent and 
the nature of his activities would 
be of interest to Jewish readers, 
and that his “answers” to my 
questions will be quoted verbatim 
without further comment from 
me. 

REPLIES “GIVALT” 

He wes completely relaxed 
thereafter. I immediately refer- 
red to his sermon earlier in the 
evening, that part of it which 
spoke of the “suffering at the 
hands of my people,” and would 
he please give me some _inci- 
dents and experiences along 
those lines. Kligerman smiled, 
shook his head from side to side 
and said, in good humor, “givalt.” 
He told me there have been 
‘many harrassments in my 
forty years,” that at one open 
meeting a Jew insulted him in

It seems that Rabbi Bernstein 
was talking before a group of 
Christian clergymen in Roches- 
ter, and during the question per- 
iod he was asked what position 
the rabbis take with respect to 
the proselyting among the Jews. 
According to Kligerman, the rab- 
bi replied that Jewish converts 
to Christianity were “all mental 
cases.” Said Kligerman: “My 
Christian colleagues reported 
this to me and I am sure that 
this insult did not do the Jews 
any good in Rochester, N. Y.” 

GIVES HIM THE ANSWER 

I called Kligerman’s attention 
to the fact that “hatred” for the 
“meshumad” and the “turn-coat” 
is not a “Jewish trait;” that the 
Reman Catholics automatically 
and indiscriminately use the term 
“renegade” for those who have 
left the faith. I also cited a local 
case of a Protestant newspaper- 
man, who returned from the war 
a Roman Catholic, and who told 
me he “Jost all his friends and 
most of his relatives.” Further- 
more, I reminded Kligerman that 
Jewish converts to Christianity 
have not exactly endeared them- 
selves to their fellow Jews, that 
some of them were even the 
known procurers for the Spanish 
Inquisition. Rev. Kligerman nod- 
ded assent and we went to other 
matters. 

My question: When you heard 
of the death camps in Germany 
and the slaughter of six million 
Jews, did you feel that you may 
have belonged back with your 
people? 

Kligerman: No, I felt that I 
was doing God’s work. I felt that 
Hitler’s hatred of the Jew was 
really a cloak for his hatred of 
Jesus. He was killing Jews for 
the same reason that the atheist 
Voltaire would have liked to kill 
Tews, because they both hated 
Jesus and Christianity. 

Question: What are your aims 
and hopes and the aims and hopes 
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of your mission organizations 
with respect to the American. 
Jewish community? 

CITES SHOLEM ASCH’S WORK 


Kligerman: The American 
Jews are much closer to Chris, 
ianity than you Jewish Writer 
would ever dare to admit. Sholem 
Asch is doing now what I Started 
to do forty years ago—the p 
examination of the “credentials 
of Jesus as the true “Meshiach" 
of the Jewish people; and not only 
Sholem Asch. In my own shor 
life-time I have seen tremenj 
ous changes. I remember whe, 
the name Jesus was taboo in aj 
of Israel; but I have lived to se 
the day when most of the rabbis 
in Israel deliver sermons from 
their pulpits extolling the great. 
ness of Jesus. Jews everywhere 
now boast that Jesus was one of 
them, and point with pride t 
the founder of Christianity, 
From this step to Christianity 
itself is not very far. They wil 
not only honor him but will ae 
cept him as the Son of God who 
died for our sins, and who wil 
come again to redeem us.” 

My question: What are your 
organizations doing to further 
this work among the Jews?” 

Kligerman: The Lutheran 
Church a few years ago dis 
covered the most _ effective 
method and all our organize 
tions have now adopted it. It is 
known as the “parish approach." 
As a matter of fact my tour at 
this time through Europe an 
America is for the purpose of 
organizing this “parish ap 
proach.” In the old days we 
lied on open meetings and the 
distribution of gospel tracts. The 
new system is more successful 
The local pastor is trained te 
call on the Jewish families in 
his parish.

U.S. Sports Group Hears 
Good News on Israel Squad 
For 1952 World Olympics

NEW YORK—(NJP)—With Israel’s participation in the 
1952 Olympic Games assured (NJP, Oct. 19, 1951), the U. S. 
Friends of Israel Sports, a group of leading Jews in amateur 
athletics, several of whom are on the U. S. Olympics Commit- 
tee, expressed satisfaction over the agreement which was 
signed on Oct. 17.in Tel Aviv between Israel’s two competing 
sports organizations, Hapoel and Maccabi. 

(Rules of the Olympics require that each nation be repre 
sented by a lone sports committee, to be known as the Olym- 
pics committee. Agreement on such a committee could not 
be reached between the two Israel sports bodies before this _ 
time.) 

GET REQUEST FOR EQUIPMENT 

Meanwhile the U. S. Friends turned their attention to the 
composition of the Israel team. They were busy this week 
responding to a request from Irving Mondschein, who the 
group had arranged to send to Israel to train an Israel Olym- 
pics squad, for much-needed sports equipment. Mondschein 
is the Olympics decathlon champ. 

Mondschein wrote to Col. Harry Henshel, guiding genius 
of the U. S. group, asking for ten steel javelins, ten discs, 
five 16 lb, hammers, five 16-pound shots and about seventy 
sweat Suits and spikes. 

Mondschein had some good news for Col. Henshel too. 
He wrote that one of his men had already broken the Israel 
record in the discus by nine feet. 

“I have started to put a team together that will represent 
[srael in national and Olympic competition,” he related, “I 
have about 70 candidates now, men and women.” 

WHY NOT ADMITTED HERETOFORE 

Before Israel can compete in the 52 Olympics its applica- 
tion for membership in the World Olympics Committee must 
be approved. At the last meeting of the committee this spring, 
when it was expected that Hapoel and Maccabi had agreed on 
a unified Israel Olympics Committee, arrangements were 
upset when both made application for admission to the World 
body. The World Olympics Committee decided to hold in 
abeyance decision on the matter until Jan. 1, 1952 (NJP, Oct. 
5, 1951) to give the two Israel groups time to agree.

ROBABLY the most positive reaction yet voiced against “David 
and Bathsheba” by a Jewish religious organization js CO 
tained editorially in the latest issue of the Young Israel Viewpoint, 
which raps the “various Anglo-Jewish magazines that profess tg 
believe in our traditional way of thinking" 
for having accepted ads to D & B, and aj, 
legedly having urged their readers “ty 
spend approximately an hour and a hal 
reveling in the disgusting distortion of one 
of the saintliest characters of Jewishyhis 
tory.” 

No names are named by the editorial 
and all I can add out of my own limite 
research facilities is that among the maga 
zines apparently thus censored, The Mig 
rachi Woman accepted an ad, but printed ng 
review, and Orthodox Jewish Life printed 
a review, but no ad. 

WINCELBERG Rabbi Shubert Spero, reviewing D &B 
in Orthodox Jewish Life, commends Fox “in its choice of subject, 
for it is an indication of a maturing Hollywood that is willing 
to grapple with the underlying ethical theme of the Bible and not 
merely those elements which can be digested by the comic-book 
crowd.” A little further down, however, Rabbi Spero points out 
that evidently “the producers of this picture have undertaken ,,, 
distortions of the Biblical narrative in accordance with the premises 
and false stereotypes associated with the Christian Testament.” 

The Young Israel editorial, incidentally, makes clear that Its 
distaste for D & B advertising is in no way inspired by sour grapes, 
for the Viewpoint “has in its files the offer of a half-page ad for 
this movie, larger than the ads apearing in other magazines, and 
also a letter of rejection, We refused to insert it, for we truly speak 
in the name of Orthodoxy, even when it touches our pockets.”

BEVIEWS EFFORT AIMED AT OBSERVANCE 
OF SABBATH BY SISTERHOOD WOMEN

N WHAT it calls a National Sabbath Observance Effort the Con- 
servative group, including its several affiliated organizations, is 
conducting a drive this fall to try to improve the situation among 
its members as regards their attitude toward 
me marking the Sabbath. In a hefty folder sent 
out from headquarters are found suggestions 
for programs, aids in the school, aids in im- 
proving Sabbath attendance and even elemen- 
tary instruction for fathers in reciting the 

Hebrew blessing at the Sabbath meal. 

The Women’s League, as its contribution, 
intends to sponsor the following program for 
, the individual sisterhood members, which it 

HELEN COHEN feels gre modest enough objectives: 

l “Every Jewish woman remembers the Sabbath Day” (rather 
vague, if comprehensive) 

2 “Every Jewish woman to kindle the Sabbath Lights.” This 
ceremony, (the League explains) should become part of the 
life of every sisterhood woman, and implies not only the candle- 
lighting ceremony, but a festive family meal to follow. 

8 “Friday night is family night.” This implies (it again explains) 
that sisterhood women bind themselves not to dine out except 
in the homes of family and friends, followed by attendance at 
late Synagogue services. 

4 Attend Synagogue services either at the late Friday evening 
services, or Shabbos morning, both if possible. 


NN LISTING these four, the League, which is made up of the 

Conservative Sisterhoods of the nation, declared that “while it 
is advisable to aim at maximum Sabbath Observance, we must se 
for ourselves attainable objectives and concentrate on a few rec- 
ommendations which can be earried out in practice.” 

If every sisterhood member, and they must number in the tens 
of thousands, kindled Sabbath lights and arranged a festive family 
meal and attended services every Friday night or Saturday with 
her family, there certainly would be few who could find fault with 
Conservative Judaism’s approach to the Sabbath Day. 

Another suggestion (this one prepared by the overall parent 
group—United Synagogue of America) which comes to me as a 
new departure, is a pamphlet on “Eating Out at Your Synagogue.” 
The pamphlet recommends that small groups from time to time 
meet together to eat a Sabbath meal in the synagogue, partly to 
learn the procedure (setting the table, blessing the children, mak- 
ing Kiddush, singing Zemirot and even cooking the meal for those 
who are willing to take the trouble to come down during the day 
to help prepare it), and partly to stimulate synagogue attendance 
since the families “eating together, will stay together and pray 
together.” 

Not more than 10 families, it is suggested, should participate 
each time, with the help, whenever possible of the rabbi, cantor, 
principal and teacher of the religious school. It could be served 
at 6:00 p. m. on Friday or in the form of a Kiddush luncheon fol- 
lowing the Sabbath morning services. 

The pamphlet further advised that individual tables be set up 
of not more than two couples, with candelabras, challas and wine 
decanters for every table, for full participation by all.

Center Terminated 
Coniract, SSUE Says 


DETROIT—(NJP)—Officials of 
the Jewish Center here defended 
themselves against charges by 
the left-wing Social Service Em- 
ployees Union that they had ab- 
ruptly terminated negotiations 
for a new contract. Negotiations 
have been dragging out since 
June 1950. 

The Union, in which most Jew- 
ish social workers at one time 
held membership, was ousted 
from the CIO last year for Com- 
munist sympathies. 

Morris Garvett, president of 
the Center, told The Jewish 
News here that negotiations were 
still continuing, despite the 
charge by the union in a widely- 
distributed circular that nego- 
tiations were discontinued ‘“with- 
out notice.” 

Garvett explained that the old 
contract, which had been ex- 
tended on a month to month 
basis, had been terminated two 
weeks ago “on considered judge- 
ment as to what is best for the 
agency and its total staff.” 

The dispute was the latest in- 
volving the SSEU, which has 
been engaged in langthy battles 
against Jewish organizations, 
both locally and nationally. The 
Jewish groups has supported the 
CIO in its fight with the Com- 
munist-dominated union. 





What Foods These Morsels Be 


Traditional Jewish Dishes Mother Used To Prevare 














ET’S TALK about home-made pies this week, with a few point- 
ers on preparing the pastry shell: 
PASTRY SHELLS 

Crusts for pies may be baked unfilled, and then be filled after 
baking. Prepare crust, and lift into pie pan, but trim edges of 
crust so as to leave an overhanging border of 1 inch. Fold dough 
under and back to make an upright rim, then fiute edges, using 
thumb and index finger of one hand and the index finger of the 
other hand. Prick crust thoroughly with a fork. To prevent crust 
from shrinking during baking, line the pastry shell with waxed 
paper and partially fill with rice or beans, and remove paper with 
rice or beans after first 10 minutes of baking. Bake at 450 degrees 
for 15 minutes or until delicately browned. 

Shells for tarts may be made in the same way as for pies, using 
muffins or tart pans instead of pie pans. The dough may be shaped 
over the backs of the muffin or tart pans instead of on the inside. 

BUTTERSCOTCH PIE FILLING 


“% cup butter lo teaspoon Salt 
% cup brown sugar 2 eggs, slightly beaten 
2 cups milk % teaspoon vanilla 


% cup bread flour 
Mix butter and sugar, and cook 2 minutes until syrup is brown. 
Add 1% cups of the milk, and scald over hot water. Mix flour and 
salt with balance of milk, add to the hot mixture, and cook for fif- 
teen minutes. Add eggs, and cook below boiling point 2 minutes 
longer. Let cool, add flavoring, and pour into pastry shell. 
CHOCOLATE PIE FILLING 


6 tablespoons sugar 
1% cups milk 

% teaspoon Salt 

3 tablespoons flour 


1 egg yolk 

1 tablespoon butter 
‘9 teaspoon vanilla 
whipped cream 


1 square chocolate, melted 
Scald 1 cup milk over boiling water. Mix sugar, salt, flour, choco- 
late and rest of milk. Stir this mixture into the hot milk, and cook 
over boiling water, stirring constantly, until it becomes thickened. 
Cover, and cook 5 minutes longer. Add mixture slowly to egg yolk, 


and cook I minute longer. Add butter and vaniija. Cool, and 
pour into pastry shell. 
MERINGUE FOR PIES 
3 egg whites 6 tablespoons sugar 
Beat egg whites until foamy and almost stiff, add sugar by tabie 


spoons, continuously beating until very fluffy and free from grain- 
iness. Pour it on the pie, and shape with back of spoon well over 
the pastry crust. Bake in over at 275 degrees for 30 to 40 minutes 


until golden brown.

Who Controls Israel? 


\ ee POST has a thesis which is wants to 
present and then try to prove. 

Our thesis is that Israel, especially the Gov- 
ernment, is under the complete domination of 
the American Jewish community. 

Don’t laugh! We’re not trying to be humor: 
ous. We can make this stick. 

Only a few short weeks ago, there trouped 
to Israel all the money-raising Jeadership in 
the U. S. Jewish community, We tried to sec- 
ond-guess what was going on in The Post, and 
although we hit it close enough, it is just now 
becoming clear what really happened. 

Edward M. M. Warburg and William Ros- 
enwald hot-footed it for Israel, if such collo- 
quial language can be used on these two 
dignified men, because they had been ava- 
lanched with protests from their friends about 
a reported (in the Jewish Telegraphic Agency) 
$2,500,000 that the Jewish Agency was allo- 
caiing for halutziuth (pioneering) work in 
North America. This is what upset the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee so violently too. The two 
nlso wanted some clearance as between their 
UJA and the bond sale, but this was a side 
issue. 

This meant that Henry Montor had to 
scurry to Israel, not only for self-protection, 
but for another reason, The reports of the food 


crisis and the dire emergency in Israel were 
leading to rumors that might affect disastrous- 
ly the sale of the Israel Independence Bonds. 

Then Julian Freeman moved into the pic- 
ture, called in we presume by Warburg, because 
the UJA duo was not able to get any Satis- 
faction. ee 

Meanwhile in this country, a delegation of 
the very top Jews waited on Abba Eban. They 
were excited too about that $2,500,000 for 
halutziut. ' 

Now suppose you were Ben-Gurion, or say 
a less able man. What would you have done? 

You would have done what Ben-Gurion tried 
to do. Steer his own course. But you wouldn’t 
have been able to do it, and Ben-Gurion hasn’t 
either. He is under the thumb of the American 
Jewish community. 

We haven’t mentioned what happens when 
New York’s Jews stirred by distribution of non- 
kosher food in Israel, call a mass protest, or 
the open threat of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee to take appropriate action if its wishes 
are not met. We think we’ve proved our case 
to your satisfaction, and that adducing addi- 
tional proof isn’t necessary. 

Whether this is for good or bad, is another 
subject for another editorial, but we don’t 
mind telling you that we don’t like it. 


Should Discard Libel Against Histadruth 


HOSE WHO heard David Horowitz, Is- 
rael’s Economic Advisor, tell the Israel 
bond leaders from all parts of the U.S. gathered 
at the first National Economic Conference for 
Israel that the accusation that Histadruth, Is- 
rael's powerful labor organization, requires 
that 51 per cent of the interest in any new 
company formed be held by it, is wholly false, 
were surely convinced. 

In fact the exactly opposite conclusion was 
the cnly one that could be drawn after listen- 
ing to Mr. Horowitz’s exposition of the frank 
picture of the situation on the business sector 
in Israei, 

But Mr. Horowitz’s words can bear repeat- 
ing. He said that there has not been even one 
new private business established in Israel since 
the emergence of the state in which Histadruth 
has any financial investment at all. The lone 
such business now in existence was organized 
under the mandate, when Britain was in con- 
trol. 

Bulwarked by two prominent Israeli indus 
trialists, Mr. Horowitz’s assurances could not 
be other than honest. And it became evident 
too, that Israel desires and needs private in- 
vestment so desperately that she is doing every- 


thing within reason to encourage new indus- 
trial enterprises, remembering however that 
her precarious economic situation demands 
that such new enterprises not deprive the na- 
tion of dollars and also fit into the needs of the 
land. 

No one would suggest that precious dollars 
be used to start a cosmetics factory, if existing 
suppliers are sufficient, merely to prove that 
free enterprise prevails. Israel at present is 
and must remain for some time to come, a man- 
aged economy. Investors who have sense 
enough to amass wealth, have sense enough to 
recognize this. 

But once and for all the vicious lie should 
be discarded that the Histadruth’s tight con- 
trol of Israel labor has stunted Israel’s eco- 
nomic development. Whatever Histadruth’s de- 
ficiencies and mistakes, it is not in the least 
in this direction. 

The truth is that Histadruth is being oper- 
ated in the best tradition of intelligent organ- 
ized labor, and instead of hindering, actually, 
as the Washington conference learned from the 
lips of two leading industrialists, is making 
concessions in order to foster and encourage 
free private investment. 


Can Do Without Over-Dramatic Techniques 


E THINK it a little over-dramatic the 
Wi ove the delegates to the conference of 
Jewish organizations convened by the Jewish 
National Fund were asked to raise their right 
arms “vowing never to forget the atrocities 
which the Nazis perpetrated upon the Jewish 
people,” to quote from the JNF release about 
the aitair. 

We are solidly behind the idea of the JNF 
to commemorate the six million Jewish martyrs 
by planting a forest in Israel in their memory. 

Tnat is the kind of memorial which serves 
a dual purpose of helping rehabilitate the land 
while at the same time commemorating a holo- 
caust the immensity of which the mind finds it 


difficult to comprehend. 

National organizations are forced to rack 
their brains these days for something new to 
prime the jaded interest of their delegates to 
conventions, as any convention-goer of recent 
months can testify. Yet there is a limit which 
good judgement and respect impose. 

A resolution adopted at the JNF affair called 
upon every Jew in the U.S. to plant at least one 
tree in the Forest of Six Million. With this we 
are in wholehearted accord. But we can very 
well do without more of these dramatic, but 
contrived scenes such as that of making vows, 
which seek to use even the dead as organiza- 
tional gimmicks.

According to the letter of 
Rabbi David H. Wice, in your 
October 12 issue, the platform of 
the World Union for Progres- 
sive Judaism is indeed very, 
very general and broad.

FRANK ANALYZES POLITICAL SITUATION; 
MANY WISH COALITION SHORT DURATION

“ HERE are two kinds of Israel,” Prime Minister Ben-Gurion 
4% said at the close of a speech summarizing an acrimonious 
debate in the Knesset, “and each one of us is 
part of both: there is the Israel of the foamy 
surface, of partisan conflicts, of mutual con 
tempt and abuse, of muck-raking, of the yellow 
press, of incitement, And there is another Israel, 
in which roads are built, houses are erected, im- 
migrants are brought in, children are cured, 
young men are being trained in defense, a navy 
is being expanded and people go to the Negev

The basic proposition of the above passage will hoid true of 


general. but the extremes of creative building and 
combined in Israe! perhaps more 
strikingly than anywhere else in the world today, The lights and 
the shadows of Israel today are not unlike those of early Ameri- 
ean history. But the average Israeli is even less familiar with 
early American history than is the average American tourist. More 
over, he Jacks the almost instinctive sense of perspective in these 
matters which the Englishman and the American has acquired as 
a result of a léng historic development, And so, the Israeli is con- 
fused and discouraged by the present political picture. 
e 

EN-GURION himself, in his reference to “the yellow press” 
B shown the very lack of perspective with which he is less 
afflicted than his countrymen. The fact is that Israel’s press is no 
worse than the press of other countries, but the leadership is still 
to get acustomed to taking sharp criticism with a sense of humor. 

The press, and to a somewhat lesser extent, the public, would 
have preferred a coalition between the two strongest parties, the 
Labor Party and the General Zionists, Ben-Gurion wanted a coali- 
tion both with the General Zionists and the Leftist Mapam. What 
Israel really needs is the abolition of the system of proportional] 
representation which encourages a multiplicity of parties, makes it 
impossible for any party to obtain a clear majority and places each 
eandidate at the mercy of the party secretary rather than make 
him directly responsible to his electors, 

But Israel never had that system, 

Israel’s government is the successor to the World Zionist Or- 
ganization which grew up in Europe and developed a coalition 
administration some fifteen or twenty years ago, when the Pales- 
tine Jewish community became strong enough to play the Jeading 
role in the movement. It always had proportional representation, 
in which the Labor forces, better organized and possessed of ever 
growing managed to carry out most of their 
wishes. * 

“BROAD coalition,” with the General Zionists to the Right of 
A them, and the Mapam to the Left, would have given Ben- 
Gurion’s Mapai (moderate Labor party) the same, or nearly the 
same, dominant position in the government as it would have if the 
elections had given them a clear majority, instead of the less than 
40%. In fact, Ben-Gurion argues that, although his own party 
received only 389% of the popular vote, another 35% of the coun- 
try’s electorate voted for several parties of various degrees and 
shadings of socialist ideology and that in this way the majority of 
the people—some 70 to 75°—is opposed to the unrestricted free 
enterprise policy of the General Zionists. 

The Mapai failed in their objective of securing the majority 
they asked for, but merely increased their ratio from 36% to 38%. 
The next best thing was to try to form a broad coalition from the 
Mapam to the General Zionists. When Mapam refused to join a 
coalition that would not pledge itself to the sort of a “neutrality” 
in the East and West struggle which, in fact, would make Israel 
a political satellite of Russia, protracted negotiations were initiated 
with the Rightists. After over two months, when it seemed that 
the lion and the lamb would lie down together, the negotiations 
were abruptly broken off and Ben-Gurion formed a coalition with 
the Religious Bloc, the very alliance which irked him in the previous 
cabinet to such an extent that he precipitated the July elections. 

a 

OW BOTH sides are engaged in mutual accusations for the 

failure of the negotiations, and most of the press helps the 
General Zionists. Rarely has a new’ government in a democratic 
country, legally constituted as it is, met with more ardent wishes 
for a short duration than this one. 

Yet it is difficult to see how a coalition between Mapai and the 
General Zionists would have worked. Mapai is convinced that, 
Socialism or no socialism, Israel, during the years of large immi- 
gration and upbuilding, will have to ration its goods or explode as a 
result of clashes between the well-fed old timers and the hungry 
newcomers. Mapai is convinced that the opposition of the General 
Zionists to government coftrol stems not only from an honest 
conviction but from a desire by the people who finance its cam- 
Paign to enrich themselves. 

The Rightist.opposition—the General Zionists and a large sec-. 
tion of the former Irgunists—are convinced that the only obstacle 
that stands between Israel and prosperity is the rule of Mapai and 
the Histadruth. They attribute Mapai’s adherence to controls not 
only to stupidity but to corruption and lust for power on the part 
of the party’s officials.
